The Elysium star on bulking up, pranks and filiming in a river of poo! 


Hi Matt! How was it 
playing a half-man, 
half-robot in your 
new movie Elysium ? 

It didn’t feel like Robocop! 
One of the things I really 
like about films like Elysium 
is that there’s this kind of 
absurdity of this character’s 
transformation. Like, how 
he has to bolt this thing into 
his nervous system, then 
hijack someone, and it just 
keeps getting worse and 
worse. But it’s very easy for 
the audience to understand. 

It has a very grim portrayal 
of the future. Do you think 
our future is that bleak? 

What I love about Neill 
[Blomkamp, director] is that 
he doesn’t try to put too fine 
a point on it. I was talking 
to him and asked, “What is 
the message of Elysium ?” He 
goes, “Don’t be poor?” In 
the film, in 150 years, that 
chasm grows even wider 
until we go from being in 
gated communities to the 
ultra-rich just f**king off to 
a space station and leaving 
everyone else behind. And 
that , I think, is interesting. 

Tell us about the crazy 
pranks on the set between 
you and Sharlto Copley. 

He’s out of his mind! I’d 


come in to work, and there’d 
be blood and limbs all over my 
trailer. That and notes scrawled 
in blood that said: “I’m coming 
for you...” And I’d just say, “OK, 
see you on set.” 

Did you see the funny side 
or did you go totally crazy? 

It was funny! The guy who 
owned the trailer was 
mortified. I got to work that 
morning and he goes, “I just 
want you to know, they won’t 
let me clean it!” I was like, 
what are you talking about? 
And I went in and there was 
fake blood on the bed - Sharlto 
had gone all out. He has too 
much time on his hands - 
he doesn’t drink, doesn’t 
smoke, doesn’t have any bad 
habits, but he had free time 
on that movie, which was 
really dangerous! 

You shot in Mexico City’s 
second-largest rubbish dump, 
which you nicknamed “Poo 
River”. Were your kids saying, 
“Daddy, stay away from me!”? 
Luckily, they were back in 
school in New York, so I’d just 
go back to the hotel. We had 
to keep getting rid of people’s 
clothes. Due to the amount 
of fecal matter, the fear was 
that huge numbers of us would 
get respiratory illness from 
breathing it all in.

Is it good to make a blockbuster 
with an original theme? 

I don’t want blockbusters to 
become totally unoriginal - 
there are only a few people 
making movies right now 
that aren’t movies about 
superheroes, or a franchise. 
Any time a movie that’s an 
original idea does well, it’s 
good for the movie business. 

Your character seems to be 
an original creation of the 
director, from head to toe. 

Neill had this incredible 
graphic book of the entire 
film. Page by page, I saw the 
journey of this character Max 
-from the accident, through 
his bloody surgery to this 
exoskeleton getting put on. 
Neill even had this whole other 
book of weapons, systems and 
vehicles, and how they all 
worked. It was unbelievable. 

It was like talking to Jim 
Cameron before he made 
Avatar - he’d talk about that 
world like he’d lived in it. 

Did you bulk up for the role? 

That’s how I look all the time! 
No, I had a picture of what 
I was supposed to look like. 

I went to the trainer and said, 

“I need to look like this.” He 
said, “That’s going to be a lot 
of work!” It was weightlifting 
in the morning, then 
bodybuilding, sprinting and 
cardio in the afternoon. I’d 
get a cheat day where I could 
eat what I wanted.

Parcour - he wants to be an SUV! 


• Concept cars look amazing, 
but rarely work properly. 
They don’t usually drive 
more than 15mph. The dash 
buttons are mostly non¬ 
working dummies, and the 
suspensions fake. Thankfully, 
that doesn’t apply to this 
fully operational ItalDesign 
Giugiaro Parcour, a supercar 
that wants to act like an SUV. 


• Marking the 45th anniversary 
of ItalDesign’s studio, the 
Parcour was first uncloaked to 
the public at March’s Geneva 
motorshow. It was seen being 
driven - and crashed - for the 
first time at the Goodwood 
Festival of Speed in July. 

• The Parcour claims to live 
up to its urban free-running 
namesake by being a “mid-

engined sports car ideal 
for all-track driving”. Have 
you seen a supercar go off¬ 
road? Never? The Parcour 
hopes to make this a reality 
by providing traction via 
four-wheel drive and raising 
the ground clearance. 

• And we’re not just talking 
the ability to handle irritating 
speed bumps. Using clever 


double coilover suspension in 
each corner, the Parcour ride 
height can be adjusted from 
210mm up to 330mm. 

• To put that in perspective, 
a Land Rover Defender 
on 235 off-road tyres 
has a minimum ground 
clearance of 245mm, so it 
can outstride the rugged 
Landie. And do 198mph. 




And 0-60 in 3.3 ticks. Gulp. 

It’s basically a Lamborghini 
Gallardo that wants to be an 
Audi Allroad when it grows 
up. Underneath its slat- 
fronted skin, the Parcour 
employs both Gallardo 4wd 
transmission and the 5.2 V10. 
Just like many mid-engined 
supercars, interior space 
isn’t a priority. 


• Once squeezed inside, we 
meet white leather bucket 
seats whose bottom cushion 
bolster continues to join the 
deep door sill - which means 
you can sit on the sill and 
glide your bum into the seat.

Hospital slip-up leads to horrendous limb-mangling episode! 



WHEN YOU go 

into hospital, you 
expect to come out 
the other side feeling fit and 
well - not nearly losing one 
of your arms. But that fate 
befell 23-year-old Michael 
Corrigan from Fife, 
following a calamitous 
chemical cock-up. 

“I was in hospital to have 
an operation on one of my 
kidneys,” he explains, “and 
there was a mistake made 


with the drip. They pumped 
too many drugs into my arm 
and it swelled up to an 
enormous size. They basically 
had to make this wound on my 
arm just to ease the pressure. 

If they hadn’t done that, 

I would have lost it.” 

The resulting gaping gash 
on his forearm had to be left 
for two full, agonising days in 
order for the limb to right itself 
- and that wasn’t all. 

“Yeah, there was another 


similar-sized wound on the 
other side of my arm too,” he 
laughs, “but this was the more 
unpleasant of the two. But at 
least I still have the use of my 
hand, although not for a few 
more weeks.” 

When those few weeks are 
up, Michael’s hand will have 
to get accustomed to being 
used again. We’d recommend 
an exercise involving the 
raising of beer glasses to mouth 
height - he’s earned it!

Nuts grills veteran spaceman Rick Searfoss 
on what it takes to be an astronaut! 


I Does being confined 
for long periods mess 
with your head? 

Rick says: "Small rooms 
become massive..." 

“Nasa work extremely hard at the 
psychological side, and being kept 
inside a machine for a long time 
can be extremely tough. But small 
rooms suddenly feel cavernous 
when you’re in space - normally 
you’re limited to just floor area, 
but in space you can float upwards 
as well. You look at the flight deck 
of a Space Shuttle and it looks 
pretty small, but it’s not.” 


2 What’s the weirdest 
thing that happens 
to your body in space? 
Rick says: “Your bones 
start to crumble..." 

“During space flight, your body 
starts dumping the calcium from 
your bones into your bloodstream, 
On a two-week flight, it’s not 
a problem, but on a six-month 
mission it’s a hazard. They’re 
developing weight machines 
which push down pneumatically 
so you can do reactive exercises 
to keep your bones active. It all 
helps build bone density.” 


5 When will we be able 
to holiday on Mars? 
Rick says: "Soon. But other 
exciting developments are 
happening sooner..." 

“VirgirfGalactic are lookinq^-^ 
Uf>and-down landingjrom the 
same site, for an experience of 
up to three minutes of how it feels 
to experience a change in gravity. 
But there are other exciting 
developments. Some people 
believe a new delivery service - a 
sort of space Fed-Ex - could use 
space to get a package from New 
York to Sydney in two hours. 
There’s also a guy busy creating 
inflatable, habitable modules - a 
sort of space station/hotel - that 
floats in space for people to visit.” 


B Can the public ego into 
space yet? 

Rick says: "Space tourism 
is already here but you still 
need training..." 

“Some people have already had 
flights with the Russians and 
become ‘space tourists’. However, 
they still need to be trained to a 
high level to go into orbit, even if 
it is with their own money. I think 
we’ll progressively see more of 
that, especially missions which, 
while they don’t go into orbit, will 
see the curvature of the Earth, 
ie a portion of what astronauts 
experience. The company I work 
for as a test pilot - Ex Core 
Aerospace - are busy developing 
that capability ourselves.” 




































































5 Does the Earth look 
awesome from space? 
Rick says: “Yes. But not as 
awesome as what comes 
out of the toilet...” 

‘Earth is incredible from space. 

The Caribbean, the Himalayas, 

New Zealand... But one of the most 
beautiful sights is toilet related. 
Waste water is ejected every few 
days and when it hits the vacuum 
of space,Jt freezes, turning into ice 
crystals. They look like diamonds 
against the black velvet of space. 
So one of the most beautiful things 
you can see is yesterday’s urine!!’ 


4 If you took your 
helmet off in space, 
what would happen? 

Rick says: “It would be 
horrific. You’d boil alive...” 

“You’d die a horrible death in 
seconds. Your blood would boil, as 
the boiling temperature of liquids 
goes down when pressure goes 
down. Your lungs would turn 
inside out, and your eyeballs 
would be forced forwards. On 
a day-to-day level, you feel like 
you have a mild cold - although 
horseradish and shrimp cocktails 
used to help get rid of that!”

You can see 
anything up to 15G, and 
11-13G is classed as a ‘high 
collision’. Players can have 
20 such collisions in any 
game - running as hard as 
they possibly can, all the 
time, causes big impacts. 
The forces are enormous. 
Broken bones and soft 
tissue issues are not 
preventable. The range 
of movement in players’ 
shoulders, necks, legs and 
hips is massively restricted 
because there’s so much 
muscle damage. Players 
often say they feel like 
they’ve been hit by a bus. 
What you don’t see is the 
number of players who've 
taken painkilling injections 
in order to play, something 
you can’t do in rugby 
union. Minutes after the 
end of the game, those 
injections start to wear off. 
Rugby league is relentless, 
attritional. Our physios 
can pop dislocated digits 
back into place! They just 
plug it back in, strap it 
up and tell the coach: ‘It’s 
OK, he’s just dislocated 
a finger, it’s back in now!’ 
We had one lad this season 
whose thumb just wouldn’t 
stay in the socket. The 
ligaments were gone, so 
he had to come off. But 
generally, if you can walk, 
then you’re playing!”
